been in the Field, exerting himſelf 
upon all Occaſions from Principles 
founded on Honour, Juſtice, and 
Integrity, never giving a Vote till 
upon the matureſt Deliberation he 
was fully convinc'd of its Equity. 


AFTER ſeven Years conſtant At- 
tendance in Parliament, Age came 
upon him, and he declin d apace; 
beſides, after his Ennoblement, He 
had the Misfortune of a Fall, by

wounded, he was capable of re- 


ceiving but little Nouriſhment, 
which, by a gradual Decay, ended 
his Life on the i oth Day of Fe-

Will) at Owoſelbury i in Hampſbire, 


near his Lady, where a neat Monu- 
ment of White and Blue; vein d 
Marble is erected to his Memory, 
containing the following laſcription, 
ix.

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Here lies the Right Honourable 
George Lord Carpenter, 


Colonel of his Majeſty's own Re- 
giment of Dragoons, Governor 
of the Iſland Minorca, Lieute- 
nant-General and Commander 
in Chief of his Majeſty's Forces 
in North- Britain; Deſcended 
from an ancient Family in Here- 
fordſhire, and bred in Arms ;

He ſerv'd thro' the 
whole Courſe of the laſt Wars of 
England with France, in Ire- 
land, Flanders, and Spain, with 
Honour and Reputation; was Fr 
never Abſent from his Poſt, when 
there was any Action, or that 
Action was expected; and was 
as remarkable for his great Hu- 
- manity, as for his Courage and 
"Preſence of Mind in Time of 
Service, and - molt imminent 


By his Prudence, Integrity, and 
Evenneſs of Temper, during the 
- Spaniſh War, he not only gained 

the Affections of his Country- | 
men, but the Eſteem and Re- 
card of the General of the Al- 
lies, 
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lies, and of the Emperor him- 
ſelf; to whom he was appoint- 
ed Envoy- Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiary in 1715. 


He married Alice, Daughter of the 
Lord Charlemont, by whom he 
left Iſſue only one Son; who 
erected this Monument to the 
Memory of the beſt of Fathers.

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-To conchude : If (as a judicious 
Officer has obſerv d on a like Oc- 
caſion x) there were any who had 
Ignorance or Malice enough to be 
Lord Carpenter's Enemies, their 
krtle Hates muſt be loſt in the 
Diſtinction the better World allow / d 
him, For with one honeſt Purpoſe 
of Life, arid conſtatn Adherence to 
ane Intereſt, and one Cauſe, he ho- 
nourably ſerv'd his Country.
